Washington, April 9.—(Special.)j—All sorts 
of rumors are in the air tonight as to 
what Mr. Cleveland is about to do in the 
Cuban matter. 

Certain it is that he has prepared him- 
self for action of some kind. 

Indeed he has a document on the subject 
ready to submit to the cabinet tomorrow. 
Upon what seems to be good authority I 
understand that it is a letter to Spain, 
offering mediation between the two par- 
ties. It is said to suggest a cessation of 
hostilities spending a settlement of the 
issues between the Cubans and the Pie 
government. 

The letter is sajd to be couched in tan 
guage which can give no offense to Spain 
and both Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Olney 
think it will effect the desired result and 
lead to the eventual independence of Cuba. 

Will Control at Chicago. 

“Tl have no doubt Whatever that the 
free coinage democrats will control the 
Chicago convention.”’ 

The speaker was Judge Terry, of Ar- 
kansas. 

“Every county in Arkansas. he con- 
tinued, “which has acted has declared for 
free coinage.

Complaint ‘is mada thet The 
Evening Journal discriminates. It has 
printed all of Hoke Smith’s speeches and 
has written editorials on them.

His eloquence has captured the society, and 
could it elect, Hoke Smith would be sena- 
tor. That is more than Hoke has done for 
himself before his audiences. Therefore -it 
is manifestly uriust that Hoke’s paper 
should print Hoke’s speeches and merely 
dismss in a line the young man who has 
won for Him the only victory he has yet 
achieved. 

Jeck has that personal magnetism which 
his good editorial and political chief lacks, 
and the correspondents here think if Hoke 
would come back and Ict Jack look after 
the rest of the series he would come nearer 
winning out. 

Tillman for President 

Senator Ben Tillman is soon to become 
an announced candidate for the democratic 
presidential nomination. He has had his 
eye upon this plum since his speech of two 
months ago, which attracted so much at- 
ter tion. He thinks the free coinage demo- 
crats are sure to control the Chicago con- 
vention, and he thinks his strength with the 
pcpulists so great that his nomination Ly 
the democrats will cause the populists to 
stempede into the democratic ranks to h's 


support. 
Both Tillman and his friends think his 


chances good. 

The South Carolina senator left Washing- 
ton today to make. speeches in Louisville, 
St. Louis, Chicago and Denver. While ab- 
gent he will have numerous conferences 
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With prominent western silver men, anc 
when he comes back he propeses to shell 
the woods again in a gpecch on ihe sub- 
ject of Pacific railroads. 

Senator Tillman is a good politician, He 
Knows that he has no sure thing on the 
democratic nomination. If he doesn’t get it 
he will have the silver and populist con- 
vention to go to, and take a nominacion, 
and he may do it. 

Seriously speaking Tillman is very strong’ 
with a certain extreme element in the coun- 
try, and should the democratic convention 
not adopt a free coinage platform he will 
perhaps go to the populists and be their 
nominee, There is talk, and much of it, to 
the effect that in the event neither of the 
parties speaks out for free coinage there will 
be a silver party, and that party will nom- 
inate Teller and Tillman. They would carry 
several states, too. 

But Tillman will hardly get in when the 
democrats nominate. The chances are the 
Chicago cor..ention will speak for free coin- 
age. If that be the case Koies, of Iowa, a 
strong and conservative free coinage dem- 
ocrat, will perhaps be the nominee. Should 
the convention declare for gold Cleveland is 


&the logical candidate, though the great 


mass Of his party is against him. Yet, if 
the office holders get the conyention he is 
the man they will name. Aad Cleveland 
would not be averse to it. Indeed he is 
using all the poWer of the government to 
control that convention his way, and it is 
not improbable that he will plav foreign 
cor plications to his own end.

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He Is Pushing His Appointment—lIt 
Is Being Fought. 

Washington, April 9.—(Special.)—Mr. Van- 
diver arrived tonight to defend himself in 
the vigorous fight being made against his 
nomination for the Rome postoffice. 

Mr. Vandiver has been recommended to 
the postmaster general by Judge Maddox. 
The recommendation of the congressman 
from a city usually carries the appoint- 
ment. Postmaster General Wilson has, 
however, held up Mr. Vandiver’s appoint- 
ment to hear all the charges that are made 
against him by Mr. W. M. Towers. Mr. 
Towers wants Assistant Postmaster Chit- 
sey, now acting postmaster, appointed. To 
bring this about he made all manner of 
charges against Mr. Vandiver and in do- 
ing so brings in other prominent citizens of 
Rome, notably ex-Mayor King, whom he 
names as playing a friendly game of poker 
with Mr. Vandiver. He tells how they 
were caught and fined $10 each and he says 
becattse Mr. Vandiver used to be a liquor 
dealer he should not have the place.

MORE SHIPS FOR THE NAVY. 


Over Thirty Millions Reported for the 
Naval Appropriation. 
Washingten, April 9.—The navy appro- 
priation bill for the coming fiscal year 


mittee today. The changes from the bill 
as it came from the house aggregate a re- 
duction of $432,957 and an increase 07 $65,200, 
making a net reduction of $367,757. The 
estimates for 1897 were $29,313,166 and the 
house appropriated $31,417,239, which was 
reduced by the senate to $31,279,482. 

The four sea-going battleships author- 
ized in the house bill are left untouched 
Amendments have been made, however, in 
the provisions for torpedo boats. Instead 
of five capable of attaining a speed of 
twenty-six Knots, as provided by the 
house, the senate has substituted ‘nree 
torpedo boats which will in reality be 
torpedo .boat catchers with a maximum 
Speed of not less than thirty knois an 
hour. 

In place of ten or more torpedo boats. to 
cost not exceeding $800,000 and to have the 
highest practicable speed for vessels of 
their class, the senate has substituted a 
provision for ‘not to exceed ten <orpedo 
boats to cost in all not exceeding pout 000 
and to have the highest practicable zveed 
for vessels of their class.’

lish language. His excellency, when ap- 
proached on the financial policy of Japan, 
Said: 

Silver Is Good Enough. 

“Japan has no wish for a goid standard 
for years to come, the silver in circulation 
being most advantageous for the transac- 
tion of business with other nations. Silver 
is: used almost exclusively and is found to 
benefit both the exporter and importer, as 
will be evidened by the rapid strides which 
my country has made toward civilization 
in recent years. 

‘Japan is at peace with ali the great 
Icuropean countries. There is no intention 
of either Japan or Russia occupving Corea. 
It is the intention of both countries that 
Corea shall be an independent country, 

No Danger of a Conflict. 

“The occupation of Corea by either coun- 
try does not mean that there is the slight- 
est danger of a conflict between them. 

The marshal referred to the cablegram in 
the morning papers telling of the increase 
of tha regiments from twenty-eight te 
fifty-two in Japan, and said that it was 
something that had long been contémplated 
and that doing this had no significance 
of approaching difficulties. 

The marshal expressed himself as highly 
pleased with his reception in this country, 
and said that the most kindly relations 
existed between the United States and Ja- 
pan. It is the wish of Japan to continue 
on friendly reletions with all countgjes on 
the face of the globe.

Protecting Our Legation at Madrid 


Against Attack or Insult. 

Madrid, April 9.—The government officials 
have taken every precaution to safeguard 
the United States legation against attack 
or insult in view of the temper of the pop- 
ulace as the result of the adoption of the 
Cuban belligerency resolution and similar 
measures have been taken for the proter- 
tion of the residence of Senor Canovas del 
Castillo, the prime minister. 

The governors of the provinces have been 
ordered to promptly suppress any disturb- 
ances that may occur and to observe such 
firmness in their action as will prevent a 
repetition of disorder. The city is perfect- 
ly quiet this morning. No anti-American 
demonstrations were made during the 
night, nor have any been reported from 
the provinces. The tone of the newspa- 
pers in commenting upon the action of the 
American house of representatives is quiet 
and dignified. 

A council of the republican groups has 
resolved to organize-a demonstration 
against the vote of the American congress 
to recognize the Cuban insurgents as bellig- 
erents. The leaders of all the political par- 
ties will be invited to take part in the dem- 
onstration. 

London, April 9 —The Madrid eorrespond- 
ent of The Standard telegraphs that at a 
meeting of the cabinet this evening Prime 
Minister Canovas del Castillo announced 
that official and private advices from 
Washington induced the belief that Presj- 
dent Cleveland would not at present put 
into effect the belligerency resolutions. 

The government, he added, would remain 
in an expectant attitude untfl it was om- 
cially informed of the intentions of the 
United States. 

The Globe, commenting on the passace 
of the Cuban resolution by the United 
States house of representatives, yesterday 
says: 

‘“‘We foresee the gravest mischief if Pres- 
ident Cleveland attempts to bully Spain. 
Nevertheless, the situation in Cuba is des- 
perate. If the war continues much longer 
the island will be ruined beyond redemp- 
tion. The Madrid government should im- 
mediately give serious consideration to the 
question of making concessions to the Cu- 
bans, despite the. loss of national prestige 
involved.’”’

MORMONS IN POLITICS. 


Must Not Accent Office Without the 
Consent of Church Authorities. 
Salt Lake, April 9—The semi-annual con- 
ference of the Mormon church closed last 
night by the issuance of a manifesto by the 
heads of the church. It says that before 
accepting any position or nomination, po- 
litical or otherwise, members of the church 
who hold any church office (and 70 per cent 
of the Mormon people do hold church of- 
fices) must apply to the proper authorities 
and learn from,them whether they will be 
permitted to accept such nomination or po- 
sition. To maintain proper discipline and 
order in the church, the manifesto says, 
this rule is deemed asolutely necessary, 
and should not be con#:dered as an infringe- 
ment on the individual rights of the citi- 

zens. 

Their position, as) defined, is that a man 
having accepted tHe honors and obligations 
of ecclesiastical office in the church cannot 
of his own volition Make these honors sub- 
ordinate or even co-ordinate with new ones 
of an entirély differant character, and that 
he is bound to obtain the consent of the 
Priesthood before assuming any «ther such 
responsibilities.

The system of terrorism and threats have 
been used with effect to force several lead- 
ing colored men who had advised the cor- 
ored people not to register or take any 
part in politics, to leave town. Some who 
have heen compelled to register under these 
threats declare that they will leave the 
parish before election day rather than vote. 

A colored man living in this town who 
had been forced to register under such 
threats made that statement today. The 
troops will probably be relieved tomorrow, 
as there is no Sartyet use for-them here. 


KNAPP’S EXPULSION. 


In Constantinople ‘tt Meets with Great 
Disfavor. 

Constantinople, April 9.—The high-handed 
action of the Turkish authorities 
at Bitlis in expelling the Ameri- 
can missionary, Rey. George P. 
Knapp, from that place, is regarded 
here as a serious menace to all charitable 
work in Anatolia. The action of the gov- 
ernment of Bitlis in expelling Mr. Knapp 
was probably taken in obedience to orders 
from the palace and not from the porte. 
Dispatches received here from Diarbekir 
state that Mr. Knapp ts the guest of the 
vali of that place and that he is being 
treated with every possible consideration. 


For Knapp’s Release. 

London, April 9.—The object of the meet- 
ing of the Armenian relief committee, 
which was held yesterday under the chair- 
manship of the duke of Argyll, to protest 
against the proposed action of the Turkish 
authorities in expelling the Protestant and 
Roman aCtholic missionaries from Asia 
Minor, is generally indorsed by the lLon- 
don newspapers. A resolution was advo- 
cated by Mr. C. E. Schwann, member of 
parliament for North Manchester, request- 
government to take immediate 
measures to secure the release of the Rev. 
George P. Knapp, the American missionary 
recently expelled from Bitlis. and whose 
expulsion from Turkey altogether is sought 
by the Turks, who accuse him of having 
incited the Armenians to . Devan.

Bryan, Tex., April 9.—(Special.)—A 
tragedy, unusual in its details and horrible 
in its results, was enacted at Millican, a 
small railroad station a-‘short distance 
from. here, shortly after 2 o’clock this 
morning. 

‘A man well known throughout this 
Section of the state, a man who had a 
g00d financial and social standing, killed 
his daughter, took the life of the young 
man with whom she was seeking the min- 
ister, by whom they were to be married, 
and then blew himself to pieces with 
dynamite. 

He Knew What He Was Doing. 

Brooks—that is the murderer and sui- 
cide’s name—had evidently made up his 
mind to make a finished job of it before 
he began his murderous and suicidal life- 
taking excursion. Evidently he planned 
the work before he began and when he did 
Start worked. by the criminal chart he 
had made out.

Natur- 
ally Miss Brooks had admirers and among 
the number was a young railroad man, A.

At the close of Mr. Mantle’s speech (it 
was his maiden speech in the senate) he 
received the congratulatons of many sen- 
ators and then participated in a running 
discussion with Senator Hawley, republi- 
can, of Connecticut; Senator ifoar, re- 
publican, of Massachusetts, and Senator 
Mills, democrat, of Texas, the latter char- 
acterizing a protective tariff as a protective 
humbug. 

Mr. Butler’s speech was in support cf a 
bill heretofore introduced by-him tor the 
establishment of a postal telegraph system.

THEY DIE QUICK. 


The Plague in China Doesn’t Give the 
Victim Many Days. 

Washington, April 9.—A report received 
by Surjreon General Wyman, of _ the 
marine hospital service, from Passed As- 
sistant Surgeon W. F.- Arnold, of the 
navy, stationed at Hong Kong, China, 
dated March 2d, states that the ‘“‘plague’”’ 
had assumed epidemic proportions at that 
place. The isolation of suspected indi- 
Viduals had ceased to be practiced, and all 
bills of health of the port: stated its pre- 
valence, giving details of the precautions 
taken in cases where important mail 
steamers were concerned. It was alsa 
very prevalent in Canton and high up 
West river. Surgeon Arnold concludes his 
report as follows: 

“I ‘would direct your attention to the 
fact that the virus of this disease seems 
fully as ineradicable as that of glanders 
from surroundings favorable to it. I think 
the most careful measures for its exclu- 
sion should be insured by repeated inspec- 
tions of all steamers reaching our country 
from southern China. I am informed that 
its prevalence at Amoy in the past year 
has been concealed for commercial rea- 
sons, but I do.not know this to be an 
absolute fact. I have seen nearly all of 
the cases admitted since the 3d ultimo 
and have made partial examinations of 


the bodies.of many who died of it, every. 
facility 


being’ shown me by the acting 
coionel surgeon, Dr. J. M.. Atkinson, and 
his assistant, Dr. J. A. Lawson, whose 
practical knowledge of this scourage its 
unexcelled. It is very fatal. With the 
exception of about a dozen mild cases 
that came about a month ago at least %5 
per cent of observed cases have died, and 
that usually within the first four days of 
illness.”’

PROSPERITY SHOWS 


The Only Section Not Showing a Large 
Increase in Failures. 


THEY ARE SCARCE IN DIXIE 


One Western State Alone Has More 
Than All the South. 


MANY NEW INDUSTRIES ARE SPRINGING UP 


It Is in the Scuthern States That the 
Money Is Being Used for New 
Enterprises. 


Baltimore, Md., April 9—The Manufactur- 
ers’ Record has analyzed the statistics of 
Bradstreet’s commercial agency for the 
past three months, showing the number of 
failures throughout the country, as com- 
pared with the corresponding period of 


last year. 

This shows that the record of thé south 
for the past three months exhibits a phe-- | 2 
nomenal stability as compared with the«. @ 
failures in the west and northwest; The* \ ~ 
failures in the south for the § first six - 
months of 1896 show a total increase in 
liabilities of only $500,000 over the corre- 
sponding period of 1895, and ‘this entire in- 
crease was in Texas, where a $2,000,000 
wholesale grocery failure occurred. But 
for this the liabilities in the south would 
exhibit a large decrease as compared with 
last year, notwithstanding the fact that 
there was an increase in liabilities through- 
out the country of $15,600,000. 

The South Takes the Lead. 

In contrast with the south the central 
western states show an increase in liabili- 
tie.; of $11,600,000; the middle states $3,600,000. 

The one state of Minnesota, with an in- 
crease in liabilities of $2,300,000, showed 
an increase five times as great as the total 
increase of liabilities in the entire south. 
In fact, the increase of liabilities in Mon- 
tana alone was $548,000, which was greater 
than the increase in the thirteen southern 
states. 

Comparing the bank clearings for the 
first three months of the year, The Manu- 
facturers’ Record and the commercial. 
agency reports say: ‘‘By far the best show- 
ing and the largest number of increases in 
bank clearings are reported from the south. 
The returns for the three months show a 
gain in the southern states in clearings of 
14.6 per cent, compared with the same time 
last year against an increase of only 28 
per cent in the western states, 4 per cent 
in the northwestern states, 2.2 per cent in 
New England and an average gain of -3.4 
per cent for the entire country.

Washington, April 9.—The bill to repeal 
the compulsory pilotage system, so far as 
it affects sailing vessels engaged in the 
coastwise trade, was defeated in the uouse 
today after a day’s debate, by a vote of 117 
to 52 

Mr. Grosvenor, republican, of Ohio, in 
the course of the discussion, said that while 
this congress would not enact any legisla- 
tion intended to improve the condition of 
the laboring men in this country, he was 
certain tne house would not pass a Dill 
Which labering men believed would tend 
to still further increase the distress and 
disccmfort of any portion of their fellows. 

The amended District of Columbia appro- 
priation bill for the year ending June 930, 
1897, was passed afte a brief.debate. 

The most notable incident of the debate 
Was a bitter attack by Mr. Fitzgerald, dem- 
ocrat, of Massachusetts, upon the American 
Protective Association by name, for its at- 
tack in the dark, as he expressed it, upon 
the Roman Catholic church, of which he 
Was a member, resulting in depriving insti- 
tutions in the District of Columbia, ccn- 
ducted under the auspices of the church, of 
wlat was justly and legally theirs. 

No response was made to Mr. Fitzgerald 
beyond a bare denial by Mr. Grout, republi- 
can, of Vermont, in charge of the bill, that 
it constituted in any sense an aitack upen 
the Catholic church. The vote upon ihe 
bill was 1314 to 21, and only two members, an 
insufficient number, joined with Mr. Sul- 
zer,.democrat, of New York, in a demuind 
for a vote by yeas and nays. 

Conference was ordered on the senate 
amendments to the postoffice appropria- 
tion bill. Considergtion was begun of the 
‘filled cheese bill,”’ imposing a tax upon its 
manufacture and sale, and will be continued 
tomorrow. 

Mr. Cooke, republican, of Wisconsin, au- 
thor of one of the bills for which the »end- 
ing bill was a substitute, addressed the 
house prior to adjournment, which took 
place at 5:05 o’clock. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, on rising to speak upon 
the district appropriation bill, said: ; 

“In the few moments at my disposal I 
intend to pay my respects to an organiza- 
tion existing in this country today that 
is behind this bill, and has been behind it 
ever since congress came into session. 

“The American Protective Association 
never made any opposition to the appro- 
priation for these institutions until the 
night before the debate began and then 
they bombarded the committee room and 
insisted upon the appropriation being 
stricken out. The animus of this organiza- 
tion is well Known. A great many mem- 
bers of this house have been importuned 
to oppose this bill, not in the interest of 
justice, freedom or broad spirit of liber- 
ality and Americanism, but for the simple 
reason that it appropriates money for 
Catholic institutions. I stard upon the 
floor of the house born and bred a fRo- 
man Catholic, and I am proud of it. I 
deny the right of any secret. oath-bound 


resentatives of the American people and by 
‘ts dark, deep, underhand methods seek 
to deprive me and members of the religion 
which I profess of the henest rights, privi- 
leges and duties of Arrerican citizenship 
What apology is there for a Roman Cathi- 
olic to live in this country? Is one nec- 
essary? Look at history from the dis- 
covery of this land of ouwurs in 149%. Look 
at the deeds of bravery and heroism and 
statesmanship that have been performed 
by Roman Catholics. I challenge ary mem- 
ber of the American Protective Association 
in this house, I challenge any’ member 
who is in sympathy with that organiza- 
tion, to name a sphere in life, or any pub- 
lic duty, that has been badly filled or ill- 
performed by members cf the Roman Cath- 
olic church. In the great war of the rey- 
olution Wastington had no firmer friends, 
no firmer supporters. than the Romai 
Catholic members of his staff. And when 
we look at the great naval struggle at 
that time the first name that springs to 
our lips is that of an Irishman and a Rod-. 
man Catholic-—Captain John (©’Brien—who 
achieved the first great naval victory of 
the war off the coast of Maine. It was 
not asked whether Kosciusko, or Pulaski, 
or Lafayette were Catholics when the 
thirteen colonies were struggling for their 
indedentabes. were struggling for the right 
to breathe and live—the rights which free 
born American citizens are enjoying today. 
At that time could you find any religious 
fanatics or persons stealthily creeping 
around from one end of the country to 
the other in secret ord and in secret 
parlance intriguing against a man’s relig- 
ion? I know we talk about the breadth 
and liberality of the American people in 
these days. It is not to be compared with 
the breadth and liberality and wisdom 
that were exhibited in those times. 

“Mr. Speaker. I should appeal in the 
spirit of broad Americahism and true 
charity, if it could be done, that this ap- 
propriation bill which has been renorted 
here today should be set aside and an 
appropriation made in the usual form. I 
know, however, that that cannot be done 
at the present time under the rules of 
this house, but I intend to stand here and 
utter my protest as an American cit'zen 
and as a Roman Catholic against the un- 
just, unfair and un-American means that 
have been used by the organization to 
which I have referred to deprive these in- 
stitutions of the support which is legally 
and justly theirs.

Washington, April, &$—The executive ses-

fisheries.

Objecticns were 
sideration this afternoon on 
the illness of Senator Morgan, 
Mr. Sherman stated that the state de- 
partment was very anxious to have the 
matter disposed of. The amendments re- 
ported are only verbal and will not change 
the text of the treaty in any material 
manner. The addition of the four vessels, 
not included in the statement of facts 
submitted to the Paris tribunal, and which 
were thrown out by the committee, have 
been permitted to — stand. The word 
“award,” as used in the treaty, has, how- 
ever, been expurgated for the reason that 
the committee doeg not agree with the 
claim of the British ambassador that the 
Paris tribunal made any award in connec- 
tion with this matter. 

On the contrary they contend that the 
question of damages was not before the 
tribunal, and that the high court of arbi- 
tration expressely declined to consider any 
question reluting to damages. Believing 
that the word ‘award,’ if permitted to 
stand, would, therefore, leaa to confusion, 
the committee has reported in tavor of 
striking it out and changing the text re- 
lating to the statement of facts so as to 
read “as found by ihe Paris tribunal," 
instead of ‘‘as found by the award of the 
Paris tribural,” etc. 

The only other amendment of consequence 
is one Which provides that the commission 
may sit in Vancouver or San Francisco, 
the original draft of the convention siipu- 
lating that the sessions should all be heid 
in Vancouver. Should the illness of Mr. 
Morgan who, it may be siated, is antugo- 
nistic to any treaty, be prolonged, it is be- 
lieved that the matter will be taken up and 
disposed of, for the state department has 
been urging speedy action, owing to the 
presence in Washington of Sir Stafford 
Northcote, who is understood to be. the 
English member of the commission to be 
authorized by the treaty. The season for 
sealing is so far advanced that this is also 
an additional reason why the matter saould 
be disposed of at the earliest opportunity 
and it is probable that the disputed subject 
may be finally disposed of next week.

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A WHITE COUNTY BONANZA. 


rfA Quartz Vein That Gives $400 a 
Ton. 

Cleveland, Ga., April 9.—(Special.)—For 
sonre weeks back a good deal of excite- 
ment has been prevalent in mining circles 
in this county on account of the discovery 
of a small but very rich gold quartz vein 
in the Martin mines, about half a mile 
from Nichols bridge, on the Nacoochee 
road. This excitement increased in in- 
tensity when last Saturday, at the fifty- 
foot level, the vein was found to widen 
out and increase in richness. Seven pan- 
fuls of the loose bindings from the side 
of the vein were panned out by John Thur- 
mond, the overseer, and the result was a 
pennyweight to the pan. The previous 
evening Kd Black, in charge of the shaft, 
panned eighteen grains from one panful. 
A mortar and pestle test proved the 
quartz to be even richer. Nothing like it 
has ever been found in the county nor 
probably in the state and the feeling of 
Satisfaction amcng miners generally is 
very strong. Mr. Martin is 
gratulated all around, and as the old adage 
has it, “luck is a fortune itself.’’ The 
quartz is uniformly rich, and the vein de- 
posit has every appearance of continuity, 
being perpendicular and cutting tnrough 
other veins in true fissure style. The very 
rich streak is ten inches in width, but the 
pay streak 1s two feet. The news ieaking 
out has already brovght several inquiries 
from outsiders, and the find will no doubt 
give a strong impetus to mining ventures 
throughout the district. Samples of the 
quartz taken from the shaft are quite hon- 
eyco -d with gold, but the pannings were 
made from samples which showed no visi- 
ble gold.

An Active and Aggressive Campaign To 
Be Inaugurated 


BY THE PROHIBITIONISTS 


-Circulars Said To Have Been Dis- 


tributed—Getting Up a Large 
Petition for the Legislature. 


Macon, Ga., April 9.—(Special.)—There 
are signs in Macon and elsewhere in the 
State that the friends of the Bush or anti- 
barroom bill are inaugurating an active 
campaign in behalf of the passage of the 
measure at the next session of the legisla- 
ture. The advocates of the measure are 
organizing and thex propose to make the 
Bush bill an issue in nearly every county 
in the state and try to elect senators and 
representatives to the legislature who will 


vote for the measure. They intend to 
raise $1,000 by June Ist for the purpose of 
printing and circulating literature. They 
propose to sow Georgia with temperance 
facts. Considerable money has alreadv 
been subscribed in Macon for the purpose. 
It is understood that the temperance or 
prohibition association has recently dis- 
tfibuted 40,000 circulars in the state and 
has a large quantity of other matter to 
send out at an early day. 

The advocates of this cause point with 
satisfaction to the fact that a petition 
with 70,000 names in favor of the Bush 
bill was presented to the last legislature, 
but they say that even a larger petition 
will be presented to the next legislature. 
They further point to the fact that in 
the last house seventy votes were cast in 
favor of the Bush bill and sixty-eight 
against it. That the measure lacked only 
thirteen votes of becoming a law, and 
there were thirty-eight members who were 
absent or did ‘not vote, 

Central Engineers Relieved. 

Wadley, a station between ‘Macon and 
Savannah on the Central railroad, has 
ceased to be a terminal point and there- 
by hangs a tale. Wadley is 107 miles 
from Savannah and eighty-five miles from 
Macon. Until a few days ago Wadley was 
a freight terminal point. That is, freight 
engineers from Macon and Savannah oniy 
ran as far as Wadley and did not go 
through to Savannah or Macon. This was 
owing to the long run from Macon tg 
Savannah of 192 miles. Tntil a short time 
ago the Centra!’s engineers worked 
under the law of the state which says a 
road cannot force its engineers to work 
over thirteen hours a day. Lately the 
Central adopted the mileage system, that 
is, pay an engineer so much per mile for 
each mile actually run. Soon after the 
Central went into the hands of a receiver 
the management sought to discontinue 
Wadley as a terminal. The engineers ap- 
plied to Judge Speer, of the United States 
court, for protection and he ordered the 
continuance of Wadley as a_e terminal. 
When the Central adopted the mileage 
system the Central naid engineers run- 
ning from (Macon to Wadley for 100 miles, 
whereas the actual distance was only 
eiehty-five miles.

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TO VOTE FOR BONDS. 
Columbus To Raise Money To Meet 
Expenses. 

Columbus, Ga., April 9.—(Special.)—On 
August 16th an election will be held in Co- 
lumbus to determine whether or not $100,- 
060 of new bonds will be issued to meet 
certain necessary expenses, etc., that con- 
front the city just now..An ordinance to 
that effect was introduced at the meet- 
ing of the city council yesterday afternoon 
and read the first time. The following 
are the ways in which the money raised 
by the bond issue will be used: To meet 
bonds maturing January Ist and October 
1, 1896 and January 1 and October 1, 1897, 
$60,700; to pay the city’s pro rata share in 
the new courthouse expenses, $26,000, and 
to pay interest on the city’s bonded debt 

for °’96, $13,300. 

One-thirtieth of the bonds will be taken 
up by the city every year, provided the 
people decide upon the issue, and it is very 
probable that they will do so. At the be- 
ginning of the year the finance committee 
of the council was confronted with a 
problem—a certain necessary sum of 
money was to be raised. Of the two alter- 
natives, direct taxation and the issuance 
of bonds, the committee chose the latter, 
azvl in doing so seem to have struck a 
popular chord. The new issue of bonds, 
bearing a 4% per cent rate of interest, are 
to take up much higher rate bonds. The 
advantage in this respect is very obvious. 
The council has received every assurance 
from local bankers that the bonds can be 


floated. ' 
The Political Situation. 

This is a big political year and as the 
time for elections draws nigh politics is all 
the talk on the streets of Columbus. Quite 
a number of candidates for legislative and 
county offices have already announced 
and there is a prospect for several in- 
teresting races. The candidates and their 
friends have already begun the work of 
canvassing and the interest in politics 
seems to have eclipsed everything else 
almost.

Heijis a mun of no little 
science, an alumnus of the university, @ 
writer of addresses of most marked ex- 
cellence. His octavo volume of speechcs 
and addresses contains“more of permanent 
interest and value than any volume ever 
published by a North Carolina politician.

We had hoped he had ample resources to 
live in comfort to the end. He is now in 
his eighty-third vear, we think. lie filled a 
large space in the publhe eye in our seate 
for thirty years—was in the United States 
senate, in the house and in the state legis- 
lature, and was a member of the constitu- 
tional convention in 1875.

126,000 men to the great war?

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Developing Trade. 

In Richmond a short time ago a nui- 
ber of the leading citizens cume_ to- 
gether to discuss the best methods of 
increasing the trade of the city. An 
association Was organized, and it was 
decided that a series of cheap excur- 
sions would be protitable. 

Last Tuesday four big excursion trains 
from the country districts reached Rich- 
mond packed and jammed. There was 
not a vacant seat or standing room on 
auuyv train. The magnitude of the thing 
was not foreseen by the railway com- 
panies and extra cars were not provided 
in sufficient numbers. Hundreds of 
people were left at the way stations be- 
cause the¥ could not get transportation.

They say that all of the 
excursionistS -~purchased something and 
their visit made business brisk for the 
merchants, The tourists not only did*a 
good deal of shopping, but they took in 
the sights of the city, and all day long 
the street cars were filled with bright 
and happy faced men, women and chil- 
dren. 

This intermingling of city and coun- 
try people is of mutual advantage, so- 
cially, commercially and politienily. The 
tichmond plan of developing trade 
Should be tried by other large cities, Jt 
is a capital idea.

The New York World inquires, “Is 
not Cleveland the logical candidate?’

The conclusion The World comes to is 
that Mr. Cleveland is the logical candi- 
date of the gold contractionists.

We must get our share 
of advertising on the bill board.  <Ad- 
Vertising has largely made the west, 
and the south can no longer afford to 
hide her resgurces from the outside 
world.

producers, merchants, manufacturers 
and railways to aid the enterprise. The 
Southern States Exposition Company 
Was then formally organized, with the 
enthusiastic indorsement of all who 
were present. 

This big show means a great deal for 
the south and for Georgia. It will 
epuble us to repair the eonsequences of 
our neglect in not taking advantage of 
the world’s fair, and it will attract the 
attention of millions who failed to visit 
the Atlanta exposition. If we pull to- 
gether we can at comparatively a small 
expense make a display at Chicago 
Which will attract enterprise and capital 
in this direction and make the south 
the greatest cotton manufacturing re- 
gion in the world. 

Mr. Walsh deserves the thanks of 
every Georgian and every Southerner for 
the active interest which he has’ taken 
in this matter.

Northern and Southern Cotton Mills. 

The Philadelphia Times admits that 
certain New England mills are allowing 
their low grade staple trade to drift into 
the southern states, but our contem- 
porary makes the point that they are 
concentrating their attention upon a 
higher quality of production. 

The Times thinks that the northero 
mills will now compete with Europe in 
the manufacture of muslins, cambrics, 
plaids, ginghams and fancy classes of 
cotton goods. It says: 

It is in building up this class of produc- 
tion that he becomes indifferent to the old 
class print goods. He remembers the re- 
mark of the English factory owner, who 
said that ‘‘the print cloth trade is the last 
refuge of the incapable manufacturer,” and 
he is anxious to do better and higher class 
work with the mills, machinery, material 
and operators at his command. And in do- 
ing this he can afford to get out of the 
narrow and cheap print cloth grove, and to 
leave this class of goods to the southern 
manufacturer who has not his advantages. 

The cost of freightage upon the raw Ina- 
terial is a heavy tax upon him, and if he 
can produce a higher valued and less bulky 
product from his machinery, he makes a 
clear gain in this direction and secures a 
higher return per spindle and loom. With 
his skill, experience and means he ‘can do 
all this, and have no regrets about handing 
over the coarse print cloth and low-grade 


trade to the southerner, who, having his 
cheap and crude 
labor in plenty, and being bothered with no 
restrictions from ten-hour acts or labor 
unions, can manufacture cheaply and prof- 
itably, and make a living where a Massa- 
chusetts manufacturer would have to 


starve. 

Cheap labor, unfreighted raw material 
and long working hours may succeed in 
the south, but not in places like Lawrence, 
Lowell or Fall River.

Similar explanations of the change in 
the cotton trade situation appear from 
time to time in the northern newspua- 
pers, but The Boston Journal of Com- 
merce takes the position that there is 
no limit to the progress of the cotton 
mill industry in the south. If we can 
successfully compete with the north in 
the production of the coarser grades of 
goods, it is natural to suppose that in 
the course of time our mills will extend 
their operations and aspire to something 
bétter. 

With our cheap raw material, satis- 
factory labor and other - advantages, 
there is no reason why we should not 
manufacture the finest grades of cotton 
goods. It will not do to say that we 
lack the skilled labor. We can com- 
mand it just as soon as it is understood 
that it ¢an be profitably employed here, 
and many New England manufacturers 
who have studied our conditions declare 
that our native white labor is all that 
could be desired. 

l‘orty years ago our northern com- 
petitors said that we could not manu- 
facture even the low grades of cotton 
goods in the south. Now. they admit 
that we are doing it, but they assert 
that we cannot manufacture the finer 
grades. In the course of a few years 
this will be found to be a mistake. The 
south is bound to be the greatest cot- 
ton manufacturing region on the globe.

OF STATE POLITICS. 


Yesterday's telegrams put Schley coun- 
ty, which was counted as having taken 
no action on the senatorship, in the list 
of those which did take such action, the 
committee providing that the democrats 
of the county shall express their prefer- 
ence for senator at the primary on June 
6th.

what the south really offers and their im- 
pressions would beggar description compar- 
ed with what is here.”’ 

’ Governor Atkinson Comes In. 

Just at this point Governor Atkinson en- 
tered the hall and was roundly cheered. 

Mr. Walsh paused a moment. “A gentle- 
man said to me,”’ he continued, ‘‘some days 
ago, ‘Why advertise the resources of the 
south? Every specialist knows what is 
here, all of them are familiar with the 
mineral and agricultural resources.’ I said, 
‘My friend, I differ with you. There are 
many who look upon the south as a mere 
geographical situation, the home of malaria 
inhabited eritirely by blacks and outlaws.’ 
This is the opinion many have of us.”’ 

Mr. Walsh dwelt upon the wrong impres- 
sions prevailing in the norfh with regard 
to the south. He referred to the time 
when instead of toward th® south the 
tide of imnitztration was turned westward. 
“We have never made any attempts to 
bring immigration here,’ he said. ‘‘We 
ghould prornote in every possible way the 
dissemination ef facts relative to the great 
gesources of this country. It is a duty we 
owe our section.”’ 


Concluding the speaker recalled attention. 


; 


to the different qpinions expressed on the 
south by men of note. Carroll D. Wright 
had said thé other night in New York that 
the south possessed forty times the mineral 
wealth of England. Chauncey Depew had 
Stated that the south was the E! Dorado 
of this country. W. D. Kelly had said that 
of all the land in th's country the south was 
the richest in mineral resources. 

A great opportunity was offered in this 
Chicago exposition. Governor Bullock had 
said that Chicago was the greatest. bill 
board of the country. He was right. And 
now the privilege was given the south of 
showing what she had. The Cotton States 
and International exposition was the 
promoter of the Chicago exposition. It 
gave an impetus to the movement. The 
Chicago enterprise would eclipse all former 
efforts to advertise the south. 

The address of Mr. Walsh was received 
with hearty applause. 

Just here Major R. J. Guinn was chosen 
as secretary of the convention and the 
names of those present were enrolled.

When the roll had been made out a reso- 
lution was passed, introduced by Mr. Stew- 
art Woodson, president of the chamber of 
commerce, calling for the appointment of 
a committee upon permanent organization.

We feel grateful to Chicago be- 
cause of the interest they took in our en- 
terprise. We have commenced to know 
these people. We have begun to love 
them.

“that I not only see about me the leading ~ 


citizens of Atlanta and the most represen- 
tative men from the different sections of 
the state, but I am proud that the governor 
has lent the enthusiasm of his presence 
here.’’ 

The Governor’s Address. 3 
Governor Atkinson made a short address 
stating that he was in hearty sympathy 
with the movement and would do all that 
he could to encourage it. 

“We have heard a great deal about cam- 
paigns of education,” he said, “but my 
friend Walsh has begun the greatest cam- 
paign we have ever had. We have 
reached that point where we, with the 
wealth of the south, are both able 
and capable of educating the people of the 
north. 

The governor said that a great feature 
in the result of the proposed exposition 
would be the increase of population. No 
country was prosperous without schools. 
To have schools it Was necessary to thick- 
en the population. ‘‘It is too long,'’ he 
said, “to wait for natural growth.

Georgia at the Chicago Southern States 
exposition. 

‘‘Resolved further, That as conrmissioner 
of agriculture of the state of Georgia,

Judge Payne said he was of the opinion 
that he was not liable, as he hud never 
received the money himself, and therefore 
could not account for it. 

T'nder the resolution passed at the !ast 
special mecting of the board, the cornmittee 
then made a formal demand upon Mr. 
Cooper for the amount which the books 
Showed had not been turred over as per 
the statement prepared by Clerk Kontz. 

Mr. Cooper stated, in substance, to the 
committee the same ag he said to Treasurer 
Payne. He told the members of the finance 
committee that a settlament would be 
made as soon as he found out the exact 
amount of the shortage and could make 
the arrangements for the payment of the 
sum. 

The amount demanded yesterday after- 
noon was $4,315, and included the amounts 
of apparent shortage from April, 1892, up 
to the present time. The amount does not 
include anything back of that time, but a 
Scatement is now being prepared to show 
if any shortage occurred between 1881 and 
1892, This statement will be presented to 
the board today, and will include all tne 
transactions of the clerk from the argani- 
zation of the board up to the time that Mr. 
Cooper was defeated for re-election. 

Mr. Cooper is busily engaged in going 
through the books and making an examina- 
tion of the accounts, in order to take from 
the records a statement of his own. 

“I will pay what I owe,” said he yester- 
day, “but I do not propose to pay that 
which I do not owe. I am making a staté- 
ment of the account, and ag soon as this 
is completed, things will be in a shape that 
I want them. 

“Il have returned to settle the overdraft, 
and I propose staying in the city until 
that is done.

The Shortage Increases. 

When Mr. Cooper was first asked the 
amount of his shortage, he said it was in 
the neighborhood of $1,500. 

This amount has daily increased since 
the examination into the records was be- 
gun, and the amownt of $4,315 was reach- 
ed yesterday afternoon. This statement in- 
cludes nothing beyond the latter part of 
April in 1892. 

The board has made investigation of 
the records back of 1892, and the statement 
shows that a large’ amount @f money re- 
ceived has not been accounted for, and it 
is claimed that the shortage found its 
birth in the first year or two of the office 
of Mr. Cooper. 

Mr. Cooper denies owing much of this 
amount, as he claims he began to misap- 
propriate the funds of the county 
1892, and that beyond this date everything 
will be explained. The result of the inves- 
tigation inaugurated by the board shows 
the books are not straight, even in the 
first year of the existence of of the hoard.

Short in Accounts in 1884. 

While making an investigation of the 
county records, Mr. Forrest Adair, of the 
financ: committce, made a strange dis- 
covery yesterday morning. 

The license record is a book consisting 
of several hundred pag2s, one side of the 
page being blank and the other is the 
side upon which ‘he skeleton license is 
nrinted. On a blank side of the page «bout 
thé middle of the book was discovered the 
report of the two experts who made ap 
inv stigation of the books in 1884. 

Written on this page is a statement 
showing that on August 29, 1834, there was 
a shortage of $771.15. This statement was 
signed by J. M. Patton and W. F. Park- 
hurst, examining experts. P

issued to Abbie Howard, signed July 17. 
1884, and find a balance due the county 
treas®rer on account of shows, peddlers and 
for coal and gas used in the basement, to 
be $421.15.

Finance Committee in Session. 

The finance. committee of the board of 
county commissioners was practically in 
session all day yesterday. 

(Mr. Adair and (Mr. Walter Brown spent 
several hours in the morning and after- 
noon looking through the books and 
making an investigation. 

Late yesterday afternoon the statement 
showing a shortage of $4,315 was complet- 
ed, including all payments supposed to 
have been made from 1892 up to the latter 
pert of the term of office held by Mr. 
Cooper, 

This statement was made the basis of 
the formal demand for settlement. 

At the same time that the committee 
and the clerk were preparing a state- 
ment ‘Mr. Cooper was also busily engaged 
in going through the books: ascertaining 
the amount which he owed the county. 

The Demand for the Money. 

The demand for the money was made 
late yesterday afternoon in the office of 
the county commissioners and the figures 
which were shown Mr. Cooper amounted 
to $4,815. 

The statement showing this amount was 
presented Treasurer Payne by Mr. Adair. 

“From ai statement made from the 
books,’’ said Mr. Aédair, ‘‘the county has 
lost the amount of this statement, and, as 
a member of the finance committee and 
acting under the authority of the board, I 
make this formal demand upon you as 
treasurer of the board for the full amount 
shown.” ; 

The statement was handed 
Payne, who then made demand 
Cooper for the amount. ‘ 

Mr. Cooper said he acknowledged the 
demand as being official and was not sur- 
prised, as he had been waiting for it to be 
done. He said he was engaged at the 
time in looking through the books and 
was preparing a statement showing his in- 
debtedness, which would be paid as soon 
as he could arrange for it. 

Demand was then made upon Mr. Cooper 
by the hoard and he said in substance 
what he had stated to Treasurer Payne. 

Says He Is Not Liable. 

Treasurer Payne was represented by At- 
torney Thompson, who made a state- 
ment about the matter. He took the posi- 
tion that the money could not be turned 
over to the finance committee, as it bad 
never been received by the treasurer. 

“As soon as the finance committee 
formed me that Mr. Cooper. owed the 
county,’ said Treasurer Payne, ‘I took 
the statement which they furnished me 
and handed it to (Mr. Cooper and demand- 
ed that he pay over to the treasurer of 
Fulton county the sum of $4,315. 

“Mr. Cooper has not paid me any of 
that sum, and no part of it is in my 
hands, nor am I responsible for the 
amount. There has never been on? cent 
of the county funds in my hand that I 
have not accounted for, nor will there 
ever be. I have always heretofore and 
ever will account for funds coming into 
my hands and in every respect ! have 
faithfully discharged my duty.’’ 

Grand Jury Meets Today. 

The grand jury will meet this morning, 
and it is quite probable that some steps 
will be taken by that body looking into 
the mratter of the shortage. 

The grand jury had adjourned until the 
17th, but it is supposed that the special 
call is for the matter alluded to. A large 
number of subpoenaes were sent out yes- 
terday and nearly all of the commissioners 
were summoned to appear. 

Mr. Cooper Talks. 

Mr. Cooper said yesterday afternoon that 
he was of'the opinion that several mat- 
ters had been given out for publication 
which were either wrong in themselves or 
left an erroneous impression. 

‘“*T have noticed that the figures of $30,000 
appear in one or two of the reports. Every- 
body who reads these figures will accuse 
me of having misappropriated the whole 
amount. My shortage is not near as much 
as some people would desire to make it 
appear, and I am simply taking matters 
quietly until I ean complete my statement: 
see what the amount is, and then pay it 
up and wipe out the balance.”

New York, April 9—A market without 
business can scarcely present many fac- 
tors of interest to record unless we. re- 
Staté the vital factor that each day be- 
comes more prominent to the trade, name- 
ly, that the course of prices hinges upon 
the demand rather than the supply. With 
the cotton goods trade in a deplorable 
conditon, spinners may be expected to 
curtail their productions as much as pos- 
sible, and to buy only the smallest amount 
of cotton; therefore, we cannot expect an 
active demand for cotton until trade im- 
proves. Another factor not quite so 
vital at th’s moment: is the preparations 
for the next crop, and while we are with- 
out reports of damage on account of bad 
weather, that stimulant is lacking.

Lwerficial and insincere. We are unwilling 
to give the fifteen years to our apprentice- 
whip which Raphael, Michael Angelo and 
those other great giants gave to theirs. We 
Phave not the quiet, tender love for our 
work, merely for the work’s sake; we will 
not linger. over it, reverently Working 
‘om its smallest perfections and subtlest 
beauty with infinite patience, zeal and 
truth. This, indeed, is our undoing! 

“In many criticisms upon this subject 
it has been charged, and often with just 
cause, that despite the many men of great 
‘talents who have studied in foreign schools 
‘mone have produeed work which is in any 
‘way essenttally American in character. 
“That the individuality of a man’s talent 
‘as swallowed up by the overwhelming in- 
“fluences that enthrall him. The marvel- 
“us drawing and unapproached technique 
enchain his imaginations, until he falls into 
the insolvent™imaterialism of the modern 
wrench school. 

“All these discouraging facts, in more 
“or less modified forms, do exist, but there 
re now certainly men who have acquired 
wall the facile power-and deep secrets of 1he 
‘ foreign schools, who hayve.put into

THE FIRE ANNEX READY. 
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ANDITION TO ENGINE HOUSE NO. 
4 IS COMPLETED. 
Cap Joyner’s New Arrangement Will 
Lighten the Work of Some of 
the Firemen. 


The work of erecting the new annex to 
No. 4 engine house has been completed and 
the house is now ready to receive the two 
new companies as soon as the council 
grants the appropriation asked for by Chief 
Joyner. 

Besides adding the annex the house has 
been entirely overhauled and now presents 
a pretty and neat appearance. It has bcoen 
painted in an attractive color, the painting 
being done by the firemen. The engine 
house is 197 feet long and is possibly the 
longest engine house in the United States. 
There is room in it for four fire appara- 
tuses, eight horses and about twenty men, 

The annex was built with the extra ap 
propriation that was granted Chief Joyner 
by the council, The idea in building it was 
to place in it the old chemical engine ard 
hook and ladder truck.

Fire Insurance broker Will Have To Pay 
for Every Company Repressated.

ST SAYS © JUDGE CALHOUN 


Is a Case of Great “ssi agg 
Be Taken to the Supreme 
Court, 


A case of vital importance to the fire in- 
surance brokers of Atlanta was tried be- 
fore Judge Calhoun at police headquarters 
yesterday afternoon. The question  in- 
volved was the legality of the city ordi- 
nance requiring a tax of $50 for every in- 
surance company represented by the local 
brokers. The trial was intended mosily 
for a test case and Judge Calhoun decided 
that the tax, should be collected. 

The firm of Willcox & McIntyre, in- 
surance brokers, was the plaintiffe in 
the case and the city of Atlanta the de- 
fendant. It seems that this firm has been 
doing insurance business in this city with- 
out having paid the required tax for each 
company they represent. They were 
therefore served on the 2d instant with a 
summons to appear before the police court 
and show why the above tax has not been 
paid. 

The case seems to be an instance of 
where the state and municipal laws differ. 
The plaintiffs, through their attorneys, 
Glenn & Rountree, filed a petition to nre- 
vent the city from endeavoring to enforce 
the ordinance requiring the tax: that tne 
said ordinance should be held and declared 
void and of no effect, and that if the 
petitioners were subject to any tax what- 
ever, the amount of said tax be as- 
certained and adjudicated by a judgment 
of the court. 

The Law in the Case. 

Prior to the 14th day of December, 1894, 
there was no method under which a fire 
insurance company could do business in 
the state of Georgia without making a de- 
posit of $2,500 and taking other steps ren- 
dered necessary by law. The Venable act 
passed in 18914 sought to establish a differ- 
ent methcd. It created a ciass of men 
known as insurance brokers, and under 
its terms these brokers were authorized to 
receive applications from citizens of this 
state and to forward the same to com- 
panies outside of the state. 

The netition of the plaintiffs states that 
the broker is the agent of the insured and 
in no way whatever does he represent the 
company outside of the state to whom ap- 
plication for insurance is made: also tnat 
the law states that no penalty whatever 
shall be ineurred by any inspector, ad- 
justor or other person for participating 
bona fide in these transactions. 

The petition further sets forth that on 
the 28th day of February, 1896, petitioners 
being qualified under the law as insurance 
brokers applied regularly to the comp- 
troller general for the issuance of a 
license to qualify them ta do business as 
provided under the Venable act of 18%. 
The license was duly issued and the names 
of the companies with which thev pro- 
posed to do business were specified and 
set out in said license. 

In 1895 the city of Atlanta passed an or- 
dinance providing a tax of $50 on eacn 
company represented by the broker, and is 
the firm was doing business for five com- 
panies they would have to pay $250 on the 
enforcement of the ordinance. 

The petitioners say that the highest 
license tax which caa be imposed by the 
city is $200 per annum, and that for this 
reason the said-ordinance, so far as they 
are concerned, is. null. and void. 

The petition also states that the ordi- 
nance taxing insurance brokers $50) -for 
each company is in violation of the letter 
of the Venable act because under the 
terms of said act immediately upon com- 
pliance with it they have a right to do 
business without any tax or license from 
the city of Atlanta and that they are 
subject to no tax or license other than 
provided by said act, and that the effort 
of the city to tax them is in violation 
of the spirit, purposes and objects of the 
act of 1894,

In Georgia and Viryginia (the Carolk- 
nas [I do not personally know anything 
about) from the very large number of 
assays [I have had made | can safely state 
that there are many wide veins from eignt 
to seventy-live feet in width that will 
average through the mass from $7 to $15 per 
ton, and qite a large number of veins from 
three to eighteen feet wide that will av- 
erage through the mass from $™ to $40 
per ton, and then there are to my knowl- 
edge, two properties in Virginia and four 
in Georgia that show by the assays aver- 
ages of from $35 to over $100 per ton and 
are very likely to be richer as greater 
depth is obtained. And it must be remem- 
bered that my personal investigations dv 
not cover one-half of the gold bearing areas 
of either Georgia or Virginia. 

“Several of the places that [ have ex- 
amined have undoubtedly produced ore, 
chiefly in pockets that ‘huve assaved theu- 
sands of dollars—in one case $%67,000—per 
ton, but 1 am writing only of ore taken iby 
myself and to be depended upon as a fair 
average of the ore in the veins, and assayed 
for me, so that | may anticipate that when 
produced in quantity it will not prove less 
per ton than I have found it. 

‘““‘Now as to the cost of extracting the 
gold from these ores: At the Alaska Tread- 
well mines, where the laborers are paid 
$3 and upward per day and wood costs 
$4 per cord, the total cost, including mininy, 
milling, roasting, chlorination and ad- 
ministration, is put in the report of No- 
vember, 1895, at $1.07 per ton, Other mines 
in Alaska and South Dakota are working 
at a total cost of .$1.25 per ton, At a 
smaller mill, the Haile mine, in South Car- 
olina, the cost is $1.68 per ton. At a still 
smaller mill—the Creighton, in Georgia—the 
cost “igs put at $2.79 per ton, but it is not 
stated in this last one whether this in- 
cludes administration, 

‘“‘As the cost of labor and fuel is less than 


| one-half as much in Virginia and Georgia 
| as it is in Alaska, and as there are similarly 


large veins to work on, it is fair to assume 
that with equally large and well appointed 
mills, turning out and treating an average 
of not less than 400 tons of ore per day for 
each mill, the cost of working will be 
brought to less than $1 per ton. As-to the 
third question—the amount ihbat cun be 
turned out per day—the most of the proper- 
ties that I have examined have such width 
of vein, and so easily accessible, that two 
or more shafts can be put down in each 
property and seven hundred to a thousand 
tons of ore per day readily put out. As this 
is a particularly important pout, 1 have 
had the opinion thereon of a number of €x- 
perienced mining engineers, and they con- 
firm the foregoing. 

‘The fourth question, as to the risk of the 
veins giving out, may be answered by a 
quotation from Professor Beckers ‘Recon- 
noissance of the Gold Fields of the South- 
ern Appalachians,’ publisied by the depart- 
ment of the interior, at Washington. He 
writes thus: “lhe question of the persisten- 
cy of the veing in depth is one which, in 
my opinion, need cause no wUneasiness. 
* ~ * The total depth of hssures measur- 
ed from the original surface is most likely 
of the same order as the:r length, several 
miles in many cases, while no mine das 
ever yet reached a depth of one mile.’ 
“It is hardly necessary to add confirmation 
to an opinion of such weight, but as there 
are not wanting practical men who state 
that in their opinion this or that cgunty has 
‘the only true fissure veins caat they 
know of in Georgia, (1 have had four men, 
all of ripe experience, make this state- 
ment to me, and each one of a different 
county from any of the others), it may not 
be amiss for me to further say that engi- 
neers on whose judgment capitalists arc 
quite ready to depend, and who have made 
high positions for themselves in their pro- 
fession, have arrived, after examinations, 
at the same conclusion as Professor Becker. 


‘“‘As to the fifth question—whether it is- 


certain that the gold can now be extra:ted 
from these sulphuretted ores—the reply is 
that it is being done on smilar ores in 
Alaska. south Africa, South Carolina (at 
the Haile mine), and in Georgia at the 
Creighton mine. 

“And Mr. Young, of Messrs. Fraser & 
Chalmers, of New York, states that. he 
thinks he has had befo-ve him every differ- 
ent kind of gold ore produced in the south 
and has never yet found one that would not 
concentrate and chilorinate. 

“In regard ty the sixth and Jast question—-

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cost of working with ores in other

millions ster- 
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the United States, 
most careful authorities in London, whose 
business puts him in a position to know the 
output of all the mines in south Africa, in- 
formed me some three months ago that the 
average value of the ore worked there is 
about 10 pennyweights (about $10) in value 
per ton. The richest mine there, as shown 
by the statistics, is the Robinson, end the 
average value of its ore-in 1894 was $25.28 per 
ton, and the cost of working $5.21 per ton. 

“Now I can point out at Teast six properties 
in Georgia, and as many more in Virginia, 
where the ore will average more than the 
Robinson, and the cost of working, with a 
large mill, about one-fifth as much as at 
the Robirson, and without the risks of in- 
sufficient labor and Roer government. 

“Turning from south Africa to the United 
States, I am told, but have not definite 
Statistics before me, that the average of 
gold per ton of the mines nuw being work- 
ed in this country is only $10 per ton. And 
certainly in Alaska and South Dakota they 
are profitally working ore that vields from 
$2.50 to $4 per ton, and at the Haile mine, 
in South Carolina, large profits are being 
realized from ore averaging only 4.50 per 
ton though tha miil is not a large one, nor 
so well fitted for the work as more incdern 
ores, 

“Ant-it is certainly safe to sav that the 
golkl Felds of both Georgia and. Virsinia 
present far more favorable opportunities 
for working than south Africa or Alaska 
or Dakota, and that what has been uceem- 
plished in south Africa, i. e., starting Trom 
nothing and in a few years produeing more 
gold than the total output of the United 
States, can be more quickly and easily done 
both in Georgia and Virginia. lin other 
words, each one of the two states can be 
made to turn out in shorter time than 
south Africa did, more gold than the pres- 
ent total production of the United States, 
which is given, for 1894, by the director of 
the mint, as $39,596,000, 

“As the foregoing nay appear to be an ex- 
traordinary statement permit me to give 
a few details of them: I can point out im 
Cherokee and Bartow counties alone (I do 
not know so much of the other gold pro- 
ducing counties). quite forty properties 
where mills of 100 stamps each can probably 
he kept very busy three-quarters of a cen- 
tury or more, before exhausting their sup- 
ply of ore, allowing to each mill (1050 pound 
stamps) an average of 400 tons per day, and 
of those forty mills thirty would be on ore 
averaging $s per ton (total Ys SUO.000 Tor 
o00 days), and ten of the forty mills on ore 
averaging $50 per ton (a total of $86,900,000 
for 300 days), and the whole forty showing 
far more than the total present output of 
the United States. And the same as to 
number of mills and averages of the ore 
can be shown in Virginia. 

“It is safe to say that as soon as the gold 
properties are properly developed the net 
proiits therefrom will far exceed in amount 
the gross value of the cotton and all other 
crops of the state. When the facts get 
more fully known and -understood then 
towns like Cariersville and Canton will pass 
through an experience similar to that ce 
Johannesburg,’in the way of rapid accession 
of population and wealth. Once the move- 
ment is fairly started and the vield of n 
few good mills known, the rush can no 
more be prevented than the Atlantic tide 
swept back by a broom.

HE HAS SUFFERED ENOUGH 


The Evangelist. Thinks That Harry 
Should Receive Executive Clem- 
ency—What He Says. 


Governor Atkinson has received an urgent 
letter from Sam Jones requesting executive 
clemency in behalf of Harry Hill.

The letter from Mr. Jones is only one of 
hundreds which have been showered upon 
the governor since the recommendation by 
the advisory committec. These letters come 
from all parts of the stete. Most of them 
urged that the prisoner be pardoned as 
possible, but there were go-ne 
who objected. Several well-known Atianta 
ladies have addressed the governor asking 
him to refuse the application for pardon, 
It is their opinion that Harry Hill should 
serve out his full sentence and they have 
notified the governor accordingly. On. the 
other hand, strenuous appeals have been 
made for the governor to exercise clem- 
ency. ‘They think that Harry has been 
subjected to enough misery. 

Some time ago when the pardon advisory 
committee was at work they leoked well 
into the ease of Harry Hill. They visited 
the camp, examined the record of the fa- 
mous convict, looked over the details of 
his trial and reached a decision to the 
effect that Hill should be pardoned. This 
recommendation was filed with the govern- 
or with a number of others examined by 
tha committee.

INDIAN JOHN’S NERVE. 


Adventure of an Allegheny Raftsman 
with a Cargo of Nitro-Glycerin. 
The New York Sun. 

“John Jeffersy, or ‘Indian John,’ as he 
was called, who died near Tionesta, Pa., 
the other day,” said C. P. McDermott, a 
western Pennsylvania lumber operator, 
‘‘was one of the last of the old-time Alle- 
gheny river pilots, the men who guided the 
immense rafts from the’ headwaters 
to Pittsburg in the days before the big 
steam mills and the railroads came into the 
wilderness and made rafting a thing of 
the past. He was an Indian of the Corn- 
planter family, and must have been well on 
toward a hundred years old, They tell 
hundreds of tales of Indian John's exploits 
as a raftsman, a calling that was aitend- 
constant danger and great hard- 
ship. I remember well one act of his that 
showed the coolness and bravery of the

“It was in the days when the lower Penn- 


svlvania oil distriets were supplied with 
nitro-glycerin from the isolated factories 
in the woods of Warren and McKean coun- 
tices.

When it 
is known that a slight miscalculation of dis- 
tance or locality might have brought that 
deadly craft into forcible collision with a 
rock on the shore or bottom, and its pilot 
would have been scattered to the winds, 
the nerve and skill it required for that old 
riverman to voluntarily take the risk to 
avert possibly greater loss of life and de- 
struction may be imagined. 

“Whether Jake Barry and Devil Dick 
succeeded in getting ashore or whether they 
were drowned no one ever knew. If they 
did get ashore they didn’t show themselves 
in Brady's bend. If they had, after the 
news got around, they might just as well 
have been drowned or staid on their boat 
and been blown up, for they never would 
have seen daylight again.” |

OVER A CENTURY OLD. 


A Man Who Was Born Before the 
Revolution. 
From The New York Times, 

Three-score years and ten is the allotted 
life of man. To add 64 years—a goodly 
age for men to live—to the allotted life, 
makes a person remarkable. That is the 
age which Noah Raby claims to have at- 
tained. Noah lives at the poor farm in 
Piscataway township, Middlesex county, 
New Jersey, and is in pretty good health, 
and of late years has developed a fancy 
for an occasional glass of rye or old ap- 
plejack. Being of southern . birth, he 
should take corn whisky in preference to 
rve, but possibly his taste has become 
vitiated, or improved, by iong absence 
from his native heath. 

If Noah Raby is as old as he claims to 
be, and there are many people in Piscata- 
way who believe his statement, hé is the 
oldest man in the state, if not in the 
country. Henry G. Hummer, the overseer 
of the poor farm, has known Raby for 
over fifty years, and is firm in the belief 
that he is at least 110 years old. “Uncle 
Noah,”’ as Raby is called by his neigh- 
bors, looks to be more than a centenarianh 
as he sits in his old-fashioned armehair 
by the fireside. He is short of stature and 
much bent with age. He became blind 
about ten years ago, yet at times his eyes 
sparkle as though he had his sight. His 
shoulders are pretty well contracted, but 
the muscles of his arms and legs are 
nearly as firm as they were a quarier ofa 
century ago. 

Raby has no teeth, and when talking he 
a sort of sharp whistling sound, 
is rether startling until one hee 
comes accustomed to it. Wis voice is 
strong and clear-and his laugh hearty. 
He has a distinctly southern accent. 

Raby says he was born at Eatontown, 
Gates county, North Carolina, on Aovril 1, 
1772. 

His 
Carolinian, 
called Andrew Bass, 
parents were not married. His mother ce- 
sired to marry when Raby ‘vas seven 
vears old, and he was bound out 19 a 
farmer named Miles Field. Raby siys 
that he commenced to smoke when h° was 
six vears old, and has “used whisky tor 
nearly the same time off and on” tut 
claims he was ‘‘never drunk but three 
times in his life.”” When he was :-wonty- 
one years old he was hired by a willow, 
a Mrs. Parker, as overseer of her place 
for $200 a year. Next he was hired bv her 
daughter-in-law, who also was a w dow, 
and it was his intention to. ‘‘get into. her 
goed graces and marry her,’ and her prop- 
ertv, which consisted of lands and slaves, 
but he had a faint heart’ amd dared not 
tell his love. 

Raby’s half-brother persuaded] him to go 
joined the Constitution. 
When he came back he asked the widow 
to become his better half, but she had 
transferred her affections to his successor 
as overseer, and Raby lost his chance of 
becoming the husband of a handsome wo- 
men and the master of a plantation. 

Raby left the navy at the end of his 
term of enlistmeni. He claims that while 
he was at Norfolk he heard reneral 
Washington speak, and “liked his manner 
of getting to the point directly."’ After 
Rahy left the navy he worked three years 
in the Brooklyn navy yard and then came 
to New Jersey, settling on the Connecticut 
farms, which Peter Kane owned. Then ke 
drifted to Stelton and worked at odd 
jobs until about. thirty years ago, when 
he became incapacitated for work and 
was sent to the poor farm. 

The old man enjoys good health and has 
had no serious illness sinecc he was eight- 
een years old. He sleeps in:«an upright 
position in a chair, as he is subject to a 
rush of blood to the head. On pleasant 
days he walks to the well in the yard, 
being guide! by a wire which runs from 
the house. His dict is simple and consists 
of bread and milk, boiled rice, or fish. He 
weighs 100 pounds, and in his prive never 
weighed more than 130 pounds. “Uncle 
Noah” seems destined to hive several

INDIAN JOHN’S NERVE. 


Adventure of an Allegheny Raftsman 
with a Cargo of Nitro-Glycerin. 
The New York Sun. 
“John Jeffersy, or ‘Indian 
was called, who died near 
the other day,” said C. P. 
western Pennsylvania lumber 
“was one of the last of the old-time Alle- 
gheny river pilots, the men who guided the 
immense rafts from the’ headwaters 
to Pittsburg in the days before the big 
steam mills and the railroads came into the 
wilderness and made rafting a thing of 
the past. He was an Indian of the Corn- 
planter family, and must have been well on 
toward a hundred years old, They tell 
hundreds of tales of Indian John's exploits 
as a raftsman, a calling that was attend- 
ed with constant danger and great hard- 
ship. I remember well one act of his that 
showed the coolness and bravery of the

“It was in the days when the lower Penn- 


sylvania oil districts were supplied with 
nitro-glycerin from the isolated factories 
in the woods of Warren and McKean coun- 
ties. The explosive wasn’t manufactured 
elsewhere in the region then to any extent. 
The nitro-glycerin was run down the Al- 
legheny in stiletto shaped boats thirty feet 
long and four feet wide. Each boat carried 
about 10,000 pounds of the stuff, and each 
boat was manned by two men. They ran 
swiftly in the current, and the weight of 
their cargo was so great that in case of a 
collision between one of these boats and 
other craft in the river the chances were 
ten to one that it would be followed by hor- 
rible consequences, and everything else on 
the river gave them a wide berth. 

“The men who ran these nitro-glycerin 
boats had strict orders to tie up whenever 
night overtook them, and not to run a min- 
ute after dark. These men, as may well be 
imagined, were absolutely without 
and managed thelr death bearing craft with 
a nonchaiance. and independence that was 
a source of perpetual terror to the crews 
of ordinary boats, to raftmen and to the 
citizens of the towns past which they ran, 
or near which they tied up. 

“On one occasion the crew of a nitro- 
glycerin boat were overtaken by dark- 
ness at a lonely spot where there was noth- 
ing but deep woods on either side. The 
night was cold, and it is presumed that the 
men were hungry. The mén were Jake 
Barry and Dick Spooner, better known as 
‘Devil Dick,’ from his recklessness in hand- 
ling nitro-glycerin while hauling it in 
wagons to the mills or in unloading it. It 
is known that these were the men, because 
they had started down the river with a 
boat load of nitro-glycerin, which they 
never delivered at its destination, and they 
were not seen in the oil regions again. It 
is supposed that, after being overtaken 
by darkness, they decided to keep on until 
they got near to Brady’s bend village be- 
fore they tied up. Of this I am positive, 
anyhow—it was a dark night. I know tins, 
because I was a passenger on one of my 
rafts, which Indian John was piloting, and 
we were making for Grady's bend ourselves 
for the night. We. were nearing the place. 
and the raft was being gradually pulled 
ashore, when we heard some one shout out 
of the darkness, not far astern: 

‘* *‘T,ook out, there, you fellows! Jump!’ 

“Then we heard two splashes in the wa- 
ter. We didn’t know what it meant. We 
couldn't see anything behind us, and the 
men on the raft kept pulling in for shore. 
Then out of the darkness an object bore 
down upon us dimly, scraped the hind end 
of the raft, and came gently on down, glid- 
ing noiselessly along the side of the raft, 
Then one of our men yelled: 

‘* “A torpedo boat" 

“For a moment we were all terror strick- 
en, but quickly saw that all danger to us 
Mverything was 
plain to us now. The boat had been aban- 
doned Be : its crew when they discovered us 
ahead in the darkness, and expected the 
collision that would have rent us to atoms. 
But Indian John thought quicker and fur- 
ther ahead than we did. like a flash he 
thought it out that if that boat went on 
down the river with its cargo of destruc- 
tion it would surely come im contact with 
something afloat or ashore with conse- 
quences horrible to contemplate. He no 


_sooner thought than he acted. The boat 
- had gone on past us, or rather our raft,

boat. It was no longer visible, at least to | 
me. Indian John jumped overboard and 
likewise disappeared. It could not have 
been more than ten seconds when the old 
Indian’s voiee shouted to us from some- 
where out in the river: . 
‘aa ‘Me got it’ him! Me run it him in and 

e!’’ 

“And so he did, guiding the nitro-glycer- 
in boat through the darkness that was by 
this time utterly impenetrable, and brought 
it to shore at a place of safety. When it 
is known that a slight miscalculation of dis- 
tance or locality might have brought that 
deadly craft into forcible collision with a 
rock on the shore or bottem, and its pilot 
would have been scattered to the winds, 
the nerve and skill it required for that old 
riverman to voluntarily take the risk to 
avert possibly greater loss of life and de- 
struction may be imagined. 

“Whether Jake Barry and Devil Dick 
succeeded in getting ashore or whether they 
were drowned no one ever knew. If they 
did get ashore they didn’t show themselves 
in Brady's bend. If they had, after the 
news got around, they might just as well 
have been drowned or staid on their boat 
and been blown up, for they never would 
have seen daylight again.”’

OVER A CENTURY OLD. 


A Man Who Was Born Before the 
Revolution. 
Frem The New York Times, 

Three-score years and ten is the allotted 
life of man. To add  years—a goodly 
age for men to lve—to the allotted life, 
makes a person remarkable. That is the 
age which Noah Raby claims to have at- 
tained. Noah lives at the poor farm in 
Piscataway township, Middlesex county, 
New Jersey, and is in pretty good health, 
and of late years has developed a fancy 
for an occasional glass of rye or old ap- 
plejack. Being of southern birth, he 
should take corn whisky in preference to 
rve, but possibly his taste has become 
vitiated, or improved, by iong absence 
from his native heath. 

If Noah Raby is as old as he claims to 
be, and there are many people in Piscata- 
way who believe his statement, hé is the 
oldest man in the state, if not in the 
country. Henry G. Hummer, the overseer 
of the poor farm, has known Raby for 
over fifty years, and is firm in the belief 
that he is at least 110 years old. “Uncle 
Noah,’’ as Raby is called by his neigh- 
bors, looks to be more than a centenarian 
as he sits in his old-fashioned armchair 
by the fireside. He is short of stature and 
much bent with age. He became blind 
about ten years ago, yet at times his eyes 
sparkle as though he had his sight. His 
shoulders are pretty well contracted, but 
the muscles of his arms and legs are 
nearly as firm as they were a quarter of a 
century ago. 

Raby has no teeth, and when talking he 
emits a sort of sharp ‘whistling sound, 
which is rether startling until one he- 
comes accustomed to it. His voice is 
strong and clear. and his laugh hearty. 
He has a distinctly sonthern accent. 

Raby says he was born at Eatontown, 
Gates county, North Carolina, on Avril 1, 
1772.

and it was his intention to. ‘‘get into her 
goed graces and marry her,’ and her prop- 
erty, which consisted of lands and slaves, 
but he had a faint heart’ amd dared not 
tell his love. 

Raby’s half-brother persuaded him to go 
avd he joined the Constitution. 
When he came back he asked the widow 
to become his better half, but she had 
transferred her affections to his successor 
as overseer, and Raby lost his chance of 
becoming the husband of a handsome wo- 
men and the master of a plantation. 

Raby left the navy at the end of his 
term of enlistment. He claims that while 
he was at Norfolk he heard General 
Washington speak, and “liked his manner 
of getting to the point directly."’ After 
Raby left the navy he worked three vears 
in the Brooklyn navy yard and then came 
to New Jersey, settling on the Connecticut 
farms, which Peter Kane owned. Then he 
drifted to Stelton and worked at odd 
jobs until about thirty years ago, when 
he became incapacitated for work end 
was sent to the poor farm. 

The old man enjoys good health and has 
had no serious illness since he was eight- 
een years old. He sleeps in-an upright 
position in a chair, as he is subject to a 
rush of blood to the head. On pleasant 
days he walks to the well in the yard, 
being guidel by a wire which runs from 
the house. His dict is simple and consists 
of bread and milk, boiled rice, or fish. He 
weighs 100 pounds, and in his prive never 
weighed more than 180 nounds. ‘Uncle 
Noah"’ seems destined to live several 
years. He does not always tell the <¢ame 
story about his life, but sticks to his age 
tale.
